June 16, establishes a 40-cent an 
hour minimum for all manufactur- 
ing employes in cigarette factories, 
and a 35 cents an hour minimum 
for pre-fabricating processors, in- 
cluding machine stemmers. 

A minimum of 30 cents an hour 
is provided for  hand-stemmers, 
searchers, pickers, cleaners, hang- 
ers, prizers and classers, except that 
15 per cent of the hand-stemmers 
in each establishment may receive 
not less than 25 cents an hour pro- 
vided they receive the same piece 
rate per hour. 

A 35-cent-an-hour minimum was 
set for manufacturing and process- 
ing employes in snuff and smok- 
ing tobacco plants, with hand-stem- 
mers to receive the same minimum 
as cigarette workers. 

A 25-cent-an-hour minimum was 
prescribed for all classes of em- 
ployes engaged in the manufacture 
of chewing tobacco. 

It was estimated that eight com- 
panies produce more than 95 per 
cent of the cigarettes, and that four 
of them produce 85 per cent of the 
total.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11—The 
Senate Appropriations Committee 
voted today to reconsider the Mc- 
Carran prevailing wage amend- 
ment to tne $4,880,000,000 work re- 
lief bill, but deferred a final vote 
on the amendment itself until later 
in the day. The vote to reconsider 
was 14 to 9. 

Chairman Glass announced that 
Senator McAdoo (Dem.), California, 
who originally voted for the amend- 
ment requiring payment of pre- 
vailing private wages on public 
works, moved for reconsideration 
and presented certain “facts and 
figures” to show the change would 
substantially increase the cost of 
the program. 

Corrington Gill of the Relief Ad- 
ministration, was called to appear 
before the committee later in the 
day to “verify,” as Glass termed it, 
the figures presented by McAdoo. 

Should the amendment 
jected on the final roll call, it 
would represent a victory for Presi-

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Feb. 11.— 
Hundreds of curiosity seekers 
trailed Mrs. Anna Hauptmann and 


her baby for two blocks yesterday, |

Mrs. Hauptmann walked with 
her head down, pushing the baby 
in his go-cart after taking him to 
his father’s cell for a half-hour 
visit. Her face was red, but the 
year-old Mannfried crowed and 
waved an iced cookie. 

Hauptmann bounced his son on 
his shoulders and wept when the 
baby was taken away. 

On the journey to the yellow 
frame house where Mrs. Haupt- 
mann is staying, the procession 
moved at a gallop, many persons 
taking the middie of the street. 

Fiemington'’s one-man police 
force and two State. troopers stood 
by as Mrs. Hauptmann lifted the 
plump baby from his blankets. On 
the steps, she suddenly smiled at 
the gaping crowd and perched the 
baby proudly on the porch hall.

PARIS, Feb. 11—A tower of red 
blossoms, neaped to a height of 30 
feet around the great Statue of the 
Republic by thousands of Com- 
munists and Socialists in defiance 


of the Government commemorated 
yesterday the deaths of 19 mem- 
bers of their ranks in political fight- 
ing of last year. 

The sight of 2000 or more steel- 
helmeted police and mobile guards 
kept the Leftists from starting any 
disorders. Apparently it was suf- 
ficient that they outdid their Na- 
tionalist enemies in a floral dem- 
onstration. The latter heaped 
flowers on the Place de la Concorde 
on the anniversary of Feb. 6, start 
of the fatal Stavisky riots a year 
ago. 

The huge Place de la Republique 
was a riot of red flowers placed by 
a crowd which police estimated to 
include 30,000 persons. Communists 
and Socialist workers brought even 
their babies, all garbed in scarlet 
like Little Red Riding Hoods.

This change substitutes a centralized pow- 
er and responsibility for the divided author- 
ity which the system now has. Experience 
has shown that there are very serious objec- 
tions to the divided authority. Thus, during 
the boom of 1928-29, the banks wanted to 
check the credit inflation and the board in 
Washington would not Jet them. Then, dur- 
ing the depression of 1930-32, the board want- 
ed to check deflation and the banks were 
slow and hesitant to co-operate. Therefore, 
there is no use arguing that we have a cen- 
tral banking system so well perfected that 
it is sacrilegious to make any changes in it. 
At the two most critical periods of recent 
history it failed to do what a central banking 
system ought to do: It failed to check an 
inflation and it failed to counteract a de- 
flation. 

The presumption in favor of unifying this 
power is, therefore, very great. The power 
is concentrated in every other central bank 
in the world, and this much of the proposal 
hardly can be dismissed as outrageous. Now 
if the power to contro] the volume of credit 
is to be centralized, the next question is 
where it should be centralized. Here we 
come upon a peculiarity in American con- 
ditions, 

It is that the political capital of the coun- 
try is in Washington and the finance capital 
is in New York. We have to make a choice.

men who have come from private banking 
and expect to return to it tend, even when 
they are incorruptible, to reflect the mood 
of the financial community. In time of de- 
pression they tend to be frightened and their 
influence is likely to be thrown against 
measures to check the deflation. 

Now it is the very essence of a true cen- 
tral bank that it must act contrary to the 
prevailing mood in politics and finance. 
When the mood is confident, it is the duty 
of the bank to be cautious. When business 
is booming, its duty is to reach for the 
brakes. When the prevailing mood is fear, 
the central bank must have enterprise and 
courage. When there is depression, it must 
step on the gas. It ought always to be 
unpopular, because it ought always to be 
counteracting or at least getting ready to 
counteract the economic tendencies of the 
moment. 

It follows that the main task is to es- 
tablish a central control which is competent 
and, above all, independent. If we examine 
the bill from this point of view, what do 
we find?

Mr. Stravinsky was assisted in 
his delivery of this all-Stravinsky 
program by the St. Louis Sympho- 
ny Orchestra, augmented for the | 
occasion, and by Samuel Dushkin. | 


played the Stravinsky concerto in | 
St. Louis a few years ago. The 
first, second and _ fourth groups 
were orchestral numbers and the 
'third was devoted to transcriptions | 
for piano and violin with the com- 
poser playing the piano parts. 

The Divertimento from the ballet 
“La Baiser de la Fee” is one of the 
weakest works in the whole Stra- 
vinsky catalogue. It was “inspired 
by the muse of Tschaikowsky” and 
uses a number of Tschaikowsky’s 
tunes. But unlike the “Pulcinella’ 
Suite which bears somewhat the 
same relationship to music by Per- 
golese, it has none of that incisive 
and explosive vitality which char- 
acterizes most of Stravinsky's mu- 
Si_ and which contributes so strong- 
ly to those of his works which are 
now considered most successful 
and most enduring. True the sub- 
ject does not call for explosiveness. 
but for charm—the sort of fantastic | 
charm that one finds in Tschai-. 
kowsky’s “Nutcracker Suite.” But 
since all that it had was a very ex- | 
asperating sort of prettiness, a lit- 
tle of the typical Stravinsky vine- 
gar would have at least prevented 
it from turning to sugar. 

Both Stravinsky's conducting and 
'the playing of the orchestra were 
lacking in verve in the “Baiser de 
(la Fee,” but things began to look 
| up with the first bars of “Petrouch-| 
|ka.” Straightforward and vigorous | 
leadership here brought results in 
kind. The orchestra obviously felt! 
the inexorable propulsiveness of | 
the rhythms, for the music unrolled 
its Kaleidoscopic splendors with all: 
the necessary vividness. “The Fire- 
bird” suite was also well played 
and, on the whole, suffered very lit- 
tle from the absence of the ballet. 

As a conductor Stravinsky was} 
chiefly distinguished for preserving 
_the rhythmic integrity of the music 
‘and its essential movement. His 
tempi were definite not merely be- 
cause they came from the foun- 
| tainhead, but because they made 
the music sound right. In _ other 
|respects he was safe and sound 
without being especially ‘lluminat- 
ing in treatment of details.

MORE PEPYS DIARIES 


FOUND IN ENGLAND 


Longhand, They 
Deal With Naval Affairs and 
Plot Against Charles Il.

LONDON, Feb. 11.—Two diaries 


by Samuel Pepys, companions of his 


famous work, were found in -he 
Pepys library of Magdalene College, 
Cambridge University, 230 years 
after his death.
